- And 
with the Greeks accord other remoter Chur- 
ches, which arc not of the Latine Commu- 
nin; viz: the Muſcovitiſh, Abyſſine , and Ars 
menian, 2» In Muſcovythe People ſtand to- 
gether, the whole time of Divine Service in 
the Body: of the Church, and ſome in the 
Church-porch, for Pew or Scat they have 
none within their Churcber, When the Se- 
crement of the Lord's Supper is celebrated, 
firſt ,- they confeſs themlclves of all their Sins 
to the Prieft, Then,come they to the women 
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and are called up to the Communion Table , 
which ftandeth like an Altar a lictle removed 
from the upper cnd of the Church. Here , 
; firſt they arc asked of the Preift, whether 
- they be clean, orno? Ifthey anſwer yea, 
they are taken to the Table, where the Preiſt 
beginneth with certaine uſual Proyers, the 
Communicents ftanding in the mean Time 
with their Armcs folded one within another, 
like Penetentiaries or Mourners. When theſe 
Prayers are ended , the Preift delivereth the 
Bread and Wine to the Communicanzs that + 
ſtand in Order , ſpeaking the uſual words , 
Eate this &c; Drink this &c. While this is 
doing the Communicants unfold their Armes. 
3. Inthe Churches of Armenia , the People 
fit not atall, but fterd or kyeele.

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this day. It will not be amiſs to adde here- 
to ſome few Teftimonics of the moſt eminent 
and leading Djvines amongft thoſe Church» 
es, eſpecially ſuch, whocither framed or fol- 
lowed, or on leaſt ) favoured the Model of 
Geneva ; whom we ſhall not find ſo fierce 
againſt the Gefture of kneeling, or Adorati- 
on in the Aﬀof recei as ſome of their 
Diſciples at this day would bear us in hand, 
many of whomurterly reje& it as unlawful. 
And oaks their 7udgment may be more 
prevalent with ſome a us, who have 
their Perſons in ſo great Admiration, as in 
compariſon of them, to deſpiſe the Fudg- 
ment of their Mother the Church of E ng/and, 
and to diſobey her commands.
